The regular meeting of the Paris 
City OouncU was held last night with 
a fuM BMBhershlp present. 

The first business taken up was 
a communication to the Council from 
Mayor January stating that he had 
vetoed the ordinance referring to the 
restrlctlOM on graatlag building per- 
mits, fixing minimum costs on the 
construction of buildings, fixing the 
lire zone, etc. Motion to accept 
com m unication and veto carried by a 
vote of S to 2. Mayor January gave 
as his reason for vatoiag said ordi- 
nance was that he thought it was un- 
constitutional and had gotte-n the 
opinion of the Attorney General on 
the question, as well ap the sense of 
a majority of the dtlaeas, who did 
not approve of it. 

A motion was made to accept the 
Mayor** veto, aiad U9om a vote the 
motlea waa Ipat hy a vote of 4 to 3. 
Vtoting "No" were Arkle, Christman, 
Doyle aad Yeatch; those voting 
"Yes" ware Marrlacer, ' Klaer and 
Nichol% / 

The matter of the sidewalk im- 
provement on East Seventh street 
was deferred until next meeting with 
instructions Uiat City Attorney Dun- 
don prepare an ordinance to At the 
case and pres e nt same for passage 
at the next meeting. 

A communication rddressed to the 
Council of Defense o) Bourbon Coun- 
ty from the State Board at Louis- 
ville was read had reeehred. The 
communication recfuested the city to 
not make any unnecessary improve- 
ments on the streets or city property 
or encourage any unnecessary use of 
material or lahor, to eonaerre in 
every way possible so as to aid the 
war as far as possible. 

Another communication was re- 
ceived and recorded, which came 
from the property owners of Duncan 
avenue. The citizens stated their 
willingness to pay their proportion 
toward the construction of a new 
asphalt street for that thorough- 
fare. A BMitloa carried that will 
start this work at once — the CouncU 
deeming this work as wseatlsl and 
badly needed. The street will aartaad 
from Pleasant to Vine. 

Motion to requiro pr op erty owners 
abutting along the aewer system to 
tap said sewers, was carried. 

Summer uniforms were brdered 
purchased for the firemen. . Those

Motion tor placing electric faa Tn 
Council Chamber was lost. 

Communicatio-n from office of Road 
Commission stating that no oil for 
the purpose of setling the dust could 
be furnished. No oil unlf for the 
preservation of roads that actually 
required it could be had. 

Police telephone boxes reported as 
on road from Chicago, and same 
shoaM be InstaUed shorUy. 

A motion was carried requiring all 
police to register arrests ^nade when 
retiring from daty at aight aad 
morning. 

An ordlaaace reaalring- reUil fur- 
niture houses to pay a lloeaae of |35 
per annum was pawed. 

The City Health Officer's salary 
was placed at |400 per annum, as it 
f oi Bierly waa» wXtk 
for extra services.

delinquents. They are all represen- 
tative of the best citizenship of the 
city and county, and after they have 
received their military training, will 
make good siddlerB. 

Pursuant to instructions issued 
them by the local Board of Exemp- 
tion, the "boys" assembled at the 
court house yesterday afternoon, and 
reported at four o'clock to the Board 
of Exemption, when they were given 
their final instructions and provided 
with cigarettes, tobacco and other 
articles that will be of use to them. 

At 5:30 yesterday afternoon the 
young men were gueats of the city at 
a supper given at Crosdala's Cafe, 
where thay wore reffsled with good 
things to eat and made to feel at 
home. Addresses were made by sev- 
eral Paris speakers. 

At seven o'clock this morning the 
young men re-assembled at the court 
house, where they formed in line, and 
preceded by the Liberty Drum and 
Bugle Corps, the Board of Exemption 
officials, and citizens, they marched 
to the Tenth street passenger station 
of the Louisville A Nashville, where 
they entralaad far Cmp Zachary 
Taylor. The train on which they left 
carried several ' hundred selectives, 
coming from different counties in 
Central Kentucky.

"Every persan in the above list 
must, before the first of July next 
make a statement and make a return 
upon a form which will be provided 
him, giving the Information requested 
by the Food Administration. Fail- 
ure to do so will deprive such per- 
son of the right to produce or to use 
sugar." 

The failure of the Louisiana sugar 
crop, the reduction in the a^ouiit'of 
sugar importations, due to the short-; 
age ,af shipping and tha destnietion 
of sugar stores in. Fraaea aad Italy 
have decreased the avatlahla supply 
to such an extent that oaly tha meet 
careful use will prarent famlao be- 
fore the new crop beeoBMS available. 

To obtain justice in the distribu- 
tion of sugar and to make the re- 
strictive plans as effective as possi- 
ble no manufacturers or wholesalers 
will be allowed after July 1 to sell 
any sugar except to buyers who pre- 
sent certificates from the sugar di- 
vision of the United States Food Ad- 
ministration at Louisville, indicating 
quantity they may buy. Heavy fines 
tor the violation of the regulation is 
prbvldod aad the dealers' license may 
be revised and liis stock oonflscated 
if the Pood Administrator discovers 
that he is not Uvlaff up to the ^irlt 
of the regulation.

This call ie expected to exhaust 
the number of men in Class 1, avail- 
able for active military service, and

far announced for July to 243.463. 

To coonplete its program for the re- 
mainder of the present year the de- 
partment will have to depend oa 
400,000 Class 1 registraats 
from the June 5 enrollment 
260,000 or 300,000 to be obtained 
through reclasBidcatloa aow la pi^ 
gresa.

When the farmer wishe-; to save 
from his blue grass fields he 
takM tha alMk aat of Cha laUa aarly 
«a May. The seed is geaarally ready 

Vor the harvest early in June. The 
harvesting is done by ".strippers," 
which are either horse-drawn ma- 
<thines. with rollers on them which 
«trf^ ol the heads and dump them 
Ma carHera, or Small hand BBaehlaes. 
The operation is familiar to most ev- 
eryone. Most of the seed Is gathered. 
>«f course, by the large machines, but 
labor was plentiful, boys, and 
aai oftaa girls* made gbod 
-wages gathering the seed bj maans 
«Df the small hand strippers. 

After the heads are stripped out 
'^Oiey must be spread out to dry. This 
work is usually done in a large field, 
wrshe seed being rafcad fato long tows. 



the fields from which he gets the seed 
are as free as possible from weeds. 

After the seed is harvested stock is 
turned in the fields to eat down the 
grass regaining. 

A visit to the fields during the 
bluegrass seed harrest Is one of the 
most interesting sights a layman 
could witness. It is a scene of activ- 
ity from morning to night. Often at 
night tha men, who camp in the 
fields where they ha^e baea working 
through the day, entertain the visit- 
ors with music, songs, dancing and 
other forms of aauMsaMat that proTO 
enjoyable. 



A Season For Hairests. 
Not all the wheat in this county 
is in the shock, but a great deal of 
it has been taken in under skies 
which threatened just enough to 
the harvesters hurry, and un- 
a son which turned the emerald 
fields to gold fast enough to bring 
the binders to the field a trifle ear- 
lier than usual. One of the greatest 
drawbacks to tha gmwing of small 
grain is the fraQoaaey of protracted 
wet weather in June and the tend- 
ency of wheat and oats to fall down 
under the weight of water. Much 
of the harvesting has been done un- 
der favorable conditions, and a drive 
along the roads in any direction 
from Paris or from any other Central 
Kentucky city will show such a 
wealth of grain that the beholder 
will be astonished. The yield this 
season indicates that old Bourbon 
county is going to have some hand in 
swatting the Kaiser and his hordes 
by furnishing a large proportion of 
tha staff of life for eoaaumption of 
our aoUiers and the Allies.

Hoover. To carry out the purpose of 
the order the corporation Is author-

Before describing our 
present location I'll tell you about my 
previous experience in France. 

"After landing we were in a rest 
HPfi — — (deleted.) I was only in 
Hm libber place once. A bunch of 
Mc ckarce of an oAeer. tramped 
tMMaaaA back ana Mtanoon. About 
aU w« did %rM to walk tbrough the 
budaeaa aeetioa. and we 414 not get 
to see aii3^hing of maeb eonaa 
quence. Anyway I can say I hare 
been in Bordeaux. After leaving 
Camp No-Rest, as we have nicknamed 
it. we traveled by train to Vallet. 
Tnig place is pronounced just as it is 
spelled, and is in the province of 
Loire Infirieure, and is about fifteen 
miles southeast of Nantes. We were 
located at Vallet for about two 
months building a telegraph line 
(that is all we are doing at our pres- 
cat location.) Our mess hall was in 
an oM theatre, and our barracks were 
In tkr^ different buildings, scatter- 
aithfoagbottt tka town. Wo were 
eoiifortably hovaad. ttoi«h. Vallet 
le a great wine center, and practical- 
ly all &t the groun4 under cnltlva^ 
tion is in vineyards. While there I 
iormed an erroneous opinion that the 
people of France were putting more 
attention to wine than the growing 
of foodstuff?, but it is altogether dif- 
ferent in this section. Since leaving 
Vallet we have seen very few grape 
vines. Before the war this was evi- 
dently a very lively place. You 
could hardly go two doors without 
stepping into a wineroom (cafe is the 
principal name for them here), and 
I don't suppose there was a home but 
wbnt bad its private wine cellar. 
WWTtbat's enengb about Vallet. 

f^tfaw. ni teU you about the 
tetcriatlns part of my trip 
leairbic tba Btatea (e^loptinff 
oeevtrenees on oar aaa trip), and 
thait was a two-hundred mile motor 
track trip from Vallet to TbiTfeta. 
We had quite a train of trucks, offi- 
cers' cars, motorcycles and 'road 
lice' (trucks.) I was in one of the 
latter with a kitchen force, and we 
would run ahead of the trail, get 
about three hours start on it, set up 
our stoves and have mess ready when 
the train got to camp. We were on 
tke run from last Monday nioraing 
until Wednesday noon. We camped in 
towtts on the two nights out on our 
tflii ^Onmt of the fellows set up 
llijJp'^Bptcnts,' and amna slept on 
Iba iMiiiis and oa the ground. The 
eOdk ttbd I fulled up in our blankets 
on the gtmmi and ba4 Iba bis blue 
sky for dur tant. la my optolou, 
the nights were too beautiful to do 
otherwise. The last night we camped 
at Angouleme (the spelling of the 
places I am giving you may be diff- 
erent on the American maps.) It 
was quite a large place, and beauti- 
ful, to say the least. It is located 
on a hill and overlooks an im^nense 
valley. The most beautiful part of 
our trip, though, was after leaving 
Angouleme. I am a poor 'hand at 
describing scenery, but just want to 
say that, though I have not seen all 
of tlie United SUtes. I've yet to see 
the semiie put of It tbat can compare 
witb the ooaiitrr we've passed 
tbrratli in fko laat woik.

Mrs. Chadler made an address in 
Lexington, as starting point of the 
movement, her topic being "Patriot- 
ism." The meeting was held In the 
Baptist church. Mrs. Chandler la en- 
gaged in promoting the^ orfaaintion 
of a Society for Crippiea, and for the 
relief of crippled soldiers contiag 
home from the war in Europe. 

This society, having only come 
into existence within the last few 
months, is comparatively new to 
many persons, and to many cripples 
as well. Mrs. Chandler is touring 
the country in the Interest of the or- 
ganization and when asked concern- 
ing her work, said that she was sent 
out to mobilize all physically afflicted 
persons, that when the time c<|[pes 
the cripi^ at home may teach erip- 
l^tod soldiers returning from the front 
how affSin to mold their lives and 
habits to be useful citizens, to go on 
living as before the war and in many 
cases to teach them occupations by 
which they may make a living. 

Mrs. Chandler says the object of the 
Society is to make all members think 
less of their own misfortune in giv- 
ing their utmost to win the war. She 
urges that all cripples, whether or 
not they have interviewed her, to no- 
tify the secretary-treasurer of the So- 
ciety, Miss Anna M. Woodford, at 
Paris, so that they may become mem- 
bers of this organisation, and ally 
themselTCS with the mouement, which 
is to be useful to the Oovemment 
during the great struggle, and in the 
reconstruction period following.

"Lieut. John Galvin, of Greenfield 
(State not given), came to the dress- 
ing station after fighting gallantly 
all the flret day. He told the doctor 
there was something the matter with 
his eardrums. He said he ^ould not 
hear, and it interfered with his work. 

"The doctor told him to bathe his 
enn la hot #ater. Galvin laughingly 
replied, 'How am I going to get hot 
water when I con't eTen get oold, 
doc?' 

"I followed him to the door of the 
dugout and shook hands with him. 
A shell Just then burst near where 
the doctor stood. I warned Oalrin he 
had better not stand near the door. 
He was just about to go when an- 
other shell burst in front of us. It 
mangled the poor fellow. He will be 
sincerely mbumed by the whole regi- 
jment. He was a born soldier. He 
loved the military game and was 
idolized by his men. 

"I had to do a little first aid work 
Of my own In addition to giring the 
last rites to the dying. As to the lat- 
ter, it mattered not what faith they 
belonged to. If the man mm a non-

your faith.' And in every case they 
begged me to pray and bless them. 
The spiritual feeling is strong in such 
trying hours When death tailDi every- 
where. There were no deaoaUna- 
tional lines out there. 

"Just after the battle word reach- 
ed from aofne of our men that Pri- 
Tftte Charlee Pilce, of Peabody. Mass., 
lay wounded in No Man's Land. 

"They told me he was a Protestant 
boy, but, Protestant or Catholic, 
chaplains draw no boundaries. I 
crept around the dead, but eonldn't 
find Pike. I came back and got new 
directions and then tried another 
place, but again failed to find him. 

"I came across Pike at the dressing 
station later, howevdh The little 
patriot smiled when I reached him. 
He had been wounded by shrapnel 
and was unable to move. So I car- 
ried him back further behind the 
lines, dodging the i^lls. Pike wm 
getting along finely. 

"The first thing I do is to give the 
wounded a drink of hot tea. I carry 
a thermos bottle under my belt. 

•Then I stick a lighted eigarette 
between their lips, and that always 
brings a smile, no matter how badly 
wounded they are — it gives them new 
'pep.' Then, when they are ready 
for tlie litter bearers and about to be 
carried away, I whisper in their ears, 
'Courage, lad. God bless you. Think 
of God and your mother.' 

"I sent sixteen of them down their 
painful path that way, and everyone 
of them was smiling despite their 
pain. When I visited them at the 
hospital the first thing they ask is 
how soon they will get back to the 
treadiM to help their eomrades. They 
are always anxious to know if they 
are sure to be sent back to their old 
'outfit," as they call their units.

A VETERAN'S IDEA OF THE WAH. 

During the war in Mexico against 
Maximllllan, 1863-68, the writer fol 

lowed the fortunes of President Ben- 
ito Juarez in the capacity of English 
and Spanish Interpreter and Private 
Secretary to the latter. In course of 
my regular daty it fell to my lot to 
translate frequently for English cor- 
respondents of that patriotic Mexican 
statesmaur a letter from Gen. Prim, 
who was then at the head of the 
Spanish armTr to Napoleon m. at 
whose Instance and by whose aid 
Maxillian had undertaken to estab- 
lish an empire in Mexico that should 
be tributary to that of Napoleon. 

To General Prim, who, besides be- 
ing a great military leader, was a 
wise state^an and philosopher, the 
idea trying to turn bacle the wheels 
of progress and to substitute any- 
where in North America "a gorem- 
ment of the people, for the people 
and by the people" by the empire or 
any form of personal dominion ap- 
peared so chimerical that he at onc^ 
took It vpon htiMeif , as aa ardent 
friend of the Napoleonic d3rna.sty, to 
write its head a letter couched in 
language of true respect and friend- 
ship, which in substance ran about 
as follows: 

"I believe I should be derelict in 
my profession of deepest devotion to 
the interests of your dynasty, did I 
not invite your attention to facts of 
history seeming to presage the pur- 
pose of Providence to aet apart the 
New World for & new form of gov- 
ernment." 

Was it not significant that even 
the knowledge of the existence of 
half the world was withheld from 
the other half until the supremacy 
of Christian civilization became es- 
tablished in Southern Europe? It had 
been only after eight hundred years 
of war between the elements of 
heathenism and those of Christian 
civilization that the latter triumph- 
ed. And it was at the siege of Gran- 
ada on the eve of the last battle in 
eight centuries of war between the 
forces indicated that Columbus first 
appeared at the tents of the Chris- 
tian leaders, the monarchs of Spain, 
to show them the Western way, and 
shorter route to the East Indies, on 
the theory' of the spheH^ form of 
the earth, that resulted la the dis- 
covery of America. 

Providence was as ever forehanded 
with this pioneer part of the world. 
Columbus wai| Uke another Moses, 
only the people whom he was to lead 
from the old half of the world to the 
Western Hemisphere were Christians. 
The jmajority of them believed in 
Christ aad purposed living in the 
Americas on principles laid down by 
Christ, founding their government 
upon the priunciple that "the great- 
est of all shall be the servant of all," 
which is the cornerstone of Democ- 
racy and of representative govern- 
ments. 

The conviction of Americans that 
their land and institutions are God- 
given leads them to lay their lives 
cheerfully upon the altar of their 
country. 

Patrick Henry, one of the advo- 
cates of Independence, inspired by his 
belief in the Divinely prepared bless- 
ing of freedom for man, at the York- 
town conyention, i^rsieediai the North 
Amerieaa Jtevoltttte. after citing the 
three millions of pci;>ple of the thir- 
teen colonies, exclaimed, with won- 
derfully prophetic vision: "Besides, 
sir, there is a just God who presides 
over the destini^ of nations and who 
will raise up friends to fight our bat- 
tles for us." And it was, sire, the 
people of France, the country over 
which your majesty at present rules 
that Jehovah "raised up" to fulfill 
the prophecy of the inspired patriot, 
who concluded his peroration with: 
"Give |me liberty or give me death," 
and which sentiment finds response 



minatel Ai»d iod^r the Aegis of 
what is eafied ithe Monroe Doctrine, 
the 8am%4plrijt extends to all th<$ 
Americaft" reaching from ocea# t6 
ocean and from pole to pole with hun- 
dreds of millions of heroic freemen 
instead of three paltry aiUHoaa of 
Patrick Henry's ^|K>ch." 

The reflections of Oeiieral Prim ap- 
pear, as truth always does, just as ap- 
plicable to the present as the past. 
And if the German leaders had been 
the "^putrt fellows" some claim them 
to be. they might have at least fore- 
seen that the Americas, where they 
were always welcomed as citizens, 
would be dangerous antagonists when 
trampled upon and openly defied. 
Their own lack of real patriotism 
and education made thefr blunder 
possible. Their predatory success 
against the Napoleonic dynasty in 
France in 1871 turned their shallow 
heads, mak^g complete fools of them 
they appear when measured by Gen- 
eral Prim's standard of wisdom or 
that of the proverbial wise man who 
declared it well to be advised before 
going to wair. 

The progra^m of the predatory 
leaders of Germany, it now trans 
pires, had been, first to subdue 
France again, then levy on her for 
addltlmial strength and capital \o tri- 
umph over England. Then with the 
navy of the latter country, the finan 
cial strength she could derive from 
both England and France, and the 
prestige of a world-defjrlng power 
she could hare looked acroea the At- 
i^illtic. 

fiut befoV* she Actually declared 
war pn us for the iidspitablfi hearti- 
ness with whidi irt (NH^d Always wel- 
comed Gerittan immigrarifs to our 
country, she woiild have added to 
the large percentage df Oermftn pop- 
ulation we already hav^ d Score or 
two million more, probably Huns of 
the worse types, and then with our 
schools teaching German to the youth 
of the country and about half the 
population ready to turn traitor at 
home, an attack on our chief sea- 
ports by Ger,many, in force, would 
have placed us again where our an 
cestors stood when George III, an- 
other old Teuton despot, forced Amer- 
ica Into the first War of ladepead- 
ence. And like our forefathers, of 
course we should have won, in the 
long run, but at a terrible cost. 

Patrick Henry had read history, 
and, like General Prim, of Spain, he 
could clearly distinguish the hand 
of Providence in reserving America 
for an advanced civilization, different 
from that of Teuton and Turk, and 
from "German kultnr." Aad la the 
present war, while America was pre- 
paring to celebrate the greatest peace 
event, the completions of the Inter- 
oceanic Canal at Panama, where our 
country employed the largest peace 
army of modern Upaea, for six years 
at a cost of half a billion dollars, 
nearly cutti-ng off fourteen thousand 
miles of travel for the benefit of 
mankind, oar uncultured German ad- 
versaries were preparing to "stab us 
in the back," But Patrick Henry's 
prophecy supported by that of Gen- 
eral Prim, again was fufilled, and 
the same France was again "raised 
up" to withstand the eaaiy while 
we and England, Italy and the liord's 
followers could buckle on our armor.
